STATE ISSUES INSTRUCTIONS 
ON RAID PROCEDURES 

Two important warnings on the use of Ihe telephone and of 
illuminating gas during air raid conditions and an appeal for co- 
operation in information on three defense services have been 
given the Lower Merion Council of Defense by the State Coun- 
cil, of which A. C. Marts is executive director. These services 
include the Citizens' Defense Corps, Selective Service and nurses 
training. 

A serious problem has arisen in telephone communications 
by the unintentional tieing-up of party lines by civilian sub- 
scribers, Dr. Marts warns in a State-wide letter to defense 
chairmen. 

"In the operation of the observation posts of the air raid 
warning service conducted by the American Legion," he advises, 
"it has been found thousands of party line telephone subscribers 
and their families in the smaller communities and rural areas of 
Pennsylvania by their use of such lines are unintentionally caus- 
ing a situation which may have serious consequences. Many rural 
lines really form part of the warning system from posts to filter 
centers, and too much use, especially in the late afternoon and 
early evening, could interfere with prompt reports by men 'spot- 
ting' hostile planes. 

"It has been suggested that use of telephones be reduced 
or that when an air raid warden gets on the line and announces 
he must use the line other users should hang up." 

For the purpose of correct information as to what to do in 
an air raid, the State is issuing "revised instructions." "Make 
no attempt to shut off the main gas valve," Dr. Marts warns. 
"Simply turn off the stove burners that are lit, not the pilot light. 
If the house is badly damaged, the main gas valve should be shut 
off. Once the main valve is turned off, for any reason, do not 
turn it on again yourself. Call for a trained man. Your local 
gas company is working out further detailed directions with your 
local defense council. Watch for these instructions, then follow 
them." 

Cooperation of all defense councils is being enlisted in the 
formation of schools for Citizen's Defense Corps. Within a 
short time, according to the State communique, a plan will be 
sent to chairmen of County Councifsof Defenses-regarding 
courses of instruction for the Corps. Details are now being 
worked out and the sixteen training courses will be under the 
supervision of the chairmen of the County Councils. It is pro- 
posed to hold these schools at county seats and the aid of all 
council officers and members and their committees is asked. 



FEBRUARY DESIGNATED RECRUITING 
MONTH FOR NURSES 

Nurses and more nurses are being needed in this country to 
meet war and civilian health demands. The Pennsylvania State 
Nurses' Association is now engaged in a drive for student nurses, 
and high schools and colleges are being contacted so that this 
course of study may be presented to the students with the ultim- 
ate view of making nursing a career. 

According to the Association, there are in Pennsylvania 122 
schools of nursing from which some 3,000 nurses are graduated 
and registered annually, but more qualified students for these 
schools are needed so that both the military and civil popula- 
tion of the Commonwealth may have more adequate nursing care 
during the emergency, and so that the Commonwealth may have 
sufficient well-prepared nurses to meet the needs of the post- 
war period. 

In line with this effort, Governor James has issued a state- 
ment designating the month of February as recruiting month for 
schools of nursing. j 

A bulletin from State Council of Defense headquarters an- ; 
nounces that to assist in the solution of this, and other important j 
problems, four representatives of the State Defense Council of 
Nursing have been appointed a subcommittee on nursing of the 
State Council of Defense Committee on Health and Emergency 
Medical Service.

Robert Dechert. general chair

The public 
safety committee, in conjunction 
with the Defense Council, was auth- 
orized to purchase official arm band 
insignia for air wardens, auxiliary 
firemen and active first aid workers, 
as well as whistles for air raid war- 
dens and auxiliary firemen, and the 
following first aid equipment: 

Three first aid kits, eight metal 
splints (Keller-Blake) ; eight metal 
splints (Murray Jones); 24 wood 
arm and leg splints, six Army type 
stretchers, drugs, dressings and 
bandages. 

Burgess Miller statd at Monday's 
meeting that copies of blackout 
regulations should be distributed in 
the Borough, and it was decided 
that 1500 copies should be printed 
for such distribution. Roland Fleer, 
president of Council, appoint«d 
Walter A. Pox and Henry' P. Carr ft 
committee tc follow through on the 
preparation and printing of these 
regulations which will shortly be 
distributed to every home in the 
Borough. 

Bids were opened for the repair 
of cracks in the plaster of the 
Legion room at the Community 
Building and for painting the room. 
The contracts were awarded to the 
lowest bidders, Edward S. Haws, at 
$92. for the plastering, and Fred 
Walzer at $180 for the painting.

The booklet, "Montgomery 
County — A Governmental Pic- 
ture" which was recently pub- 
lished, has been put to a use as 
a study in Civic Government in 
a number of the Schools in 
Montgomery County but it re- 
mained for a prospective bride- 
groom to try to use the informa- 
tion in the booklet literally and 
to quote from it as "The Law." 

The couple entered the Court 
House, asked Information Clerk 
Scull directions to the Marriage 
License Bureau and started 
there with a copy of the new 
booklet, reading bits of marriage 
license information as they 
mounted the stairs. After an- 
swering the questions put to 
them by Frank Williams, Clerk 
of the Bureau, the couple signed 
in the required places and the 
man plunked down $2.60. 

"The fee is $2.50," Williams 
said. 

"Why it says right here in this 
book that a marriagle license 
costs $2.00," the man replied, 
somewhat puzzled. 

"Yes, but there is a State tax 
of 50 cents on each license," 
Williams explained. 

So the bridegroom-to-be, not 
in a mood to quibble over trifles, 
paid the additional fifty cents 
and taking his fiancee by the 
arm, went his way. 

The County booklet, it was 
pointed out, noted only the min- 
imum fee required for a license. 
In addition to the State tax of 
50 cents there may be additional 
charges where consent of par- 
ents or guardians is required or 
where a license is obtained lor 
a couple by a Justice of the 
Peace.
